Dear BA'ers, 


After searching high and low for this transceiver for the last several 
years under the AN/SRC501 nomenclature, I have concluded that I may be 
searching in vain and the unit may be known under a different 
identification. When the set was first procured by the Royal Canadian Navy 
in the mid 1950's, they would have likely procured less than 100 units and 
it would not have made sense to design and build the set from scratch for 
this low of a quantity. I am now convinced that it was an American set 
built under licence by Canadian Westinghouse in 1955 and assigned the 501 
number as a Canadian procurement.

Frequency range - Receive : 0.54 Mhz to 4.0 Mhz continuous 
or crystal controlled 
Transmit: 4 crystal controlled positions

A handset was mounted in the 
very middle of the unit on a cradle. Receiver tuning was at the right side. 
Four large black knobs are prominent. An optional foot switch could be used 
for the push-to-talk function. This unit fed a 19 ' whip antenna that was 
tuned by an antenna tuning unit that consisted of an iron core transformer 
that could be saturated with a variable amount of DC. Used for 
communication between electronic warfare rooms aboard ships. 


Can any of you ex-US Navy people possibly identify this radiotelephone set 
based on the above description?

Here is a $0.50 answer :-) 


Baking improves the hardness of most air-dry enamel paints quite a bit; a 
harder surface resists scratching. Baked enamel parts also have that 
desirable "wet" look (high, deep gloss)if you use a gloss paint. As for 
doing this in your apartment DON'T!! The odors are noxious (I did a CJ 
intake manifold in my oven and it took 2 days to get the smell out of the 
house), and permeate everything. The formula I use for BA small parts is: 
spray the parts as normal, wait until the paint is dry to the touch, then 
bake at 325 degrees farenheit for 25 minutes. 


BTW if you use a primer make sure it is completely dry before doing this. 
Otherwise you will have surface defects ranging from lifting to obvious 
wrinkling to less obvious wrinkling (which manifests itself as a general 
or localized loss of glossy surface for gloss paint). In many cases, 
enamel paints don't need a primer, at least not for BA restoration. 


I want to add that my experience with baking applies only to enamels; I 
am not sure that epoxy type paints would benefit at all from baking.

Enamels 
are also more durable because of this than lacquer is.

I've been working on a Central Electronics 10A phasing type SSB exciter. 
Can't get the carrier to balance out for more than a few minutes at a time. 
Someone replaced the balanced modulator diodes (are specd to be 1N48/1N51, 


matched set of 4, Sylvania 1N35's in there now). That's probably not the 
problem 'cause the carrier rejection is reasonable when it is balanced. 


However, two capacitors on the lower end of the diodes to ground (C19 & 
C20) have also each been replaced with a collection of dissimilar types of 
caps. 


I suspect that these caps need to have a particular temperature coefficient 
to help keep the modulator in a balanced condition. 


Anyone got any idea what kind/material/temp.coef. these caps were? All the 
schematic says is ".001 5%". I suspect that this area of the circuit was 
improved in the 10B and the 20A. I'd be interested in knowing what was 
done there as this was the least stable part of the exciter. 


Also, the alignment instructions with it don't mention the correct way to 
set the physical spacing between coils L1 & L2 and L4 & L5. The coils are 
mounted in slots to allow this. I remember something about this in the 
Central Electronics 20A manual (has very similar basic circuit). 


Manual with the unit says "for serial #611 up"; my unit is serial #1054. 
I note some diffs between the schematic and the unit.

This is presented as an aid to those of us who are trying 
to analyze those un-labelled power transformers in our 
barns. While some manufacturers rate xfmrs on the basis 
of rectified DC output, others do not, so it's useful 

to differentiate between average, RMS and peak voltages 
when setting the Variac. If your power source is not 
Sinusoidal (mine isn't), you might want to measure your 
transformers using a good sine-wave oscillator, such as 
an HP 200 series.

The following is a simple test to determine whether your 
voltmeter or DVM produces true RMS voltmeter readings-- 
and it doesn't require using a second meter: 


Connect a diode, such as a 1N4004, in series with the 
voltmeter and provide a switch to bypass the diode. If 
the meter's input impedance ir greater than 100 k Ohms, 
provide a bypass resistor of 33 k 1/2 W across the meter. 


Then, using this circuit with the switch closed, measure 

the ac power-line voltage. Open the switch and take a second 
reading of the half-wave rectified voltage on the ac power 
line. 


If the meter is a true RMS meter, the second reading will 

be 70.7% of the first reading. On the other hand, if the 
second reading is only 50%, this indicates that the meter 

is responding to the average instantaneous voltage and has 
been calibrated by the manufacturer to output a value equal 
to the RMS equivalent for a sine wave input and will produce 
erroneous RMS readings for non-sinusoidal input. 


The mathematics of this test method is straightforward. 
First, for line voltages of greater than 100 V, the forward 
drop in the diode produces only a negligible error (less 
than 1%). The swamping resistor, if necessary, negates any 
small reverse leakage introduced by the diode. Discarding 
every other half cycle cuts the average of the instantaneous 
voltage of the ac power line in half, and also cuts in half 
the average of the square of the instantaneous voltage. 

The root of this mean square is the square root of 0.5 

or 0.707.
